In April 2001, a group of Lincoln Sudbury 
students and chaperones participated in 
the semi-annual trip to Germany. Arriving 
in Frankfurt after a six-hour flight, we real- 
ized it was going to be a bit more of a cul- 
ture shock than anticipated when several 
students couldn't order from a McDon- 
alds at the train station without having the 
cashier quickly switch to English. After 
the long train rides, we finally arrived in 
Dresden, best known for getting carpet 
bombed by the Americans in World War 2. 
Frau Flynn’s brother promptly escorted us 
to the youth hostel we would be staying at. 
Of course, we saw the sights for the next 3 
days- shopping centers, the museum, and 
churches, including the Frauenkirchethat 
is being rebuilt from the bombings as a 
symbol of German unity. To be honest, Dresden is a boring 
place in mid-April. After a few days, we left Dresden behind and 
ventured to the thriving metropolis of Berlin. This youth hostel 
was not as inviting. We arrived to find small, cramped rooms 
with a peculiar odor. 
At breakfast, a good 
majority of the food 
provided was border- 
line inedible. Welcome to 
Berlin. But the city itself 
was amazing. If you were 
bored in Dresden (and you 
probably were), then Berlin 
was the cure. During the 
assigned learning time, we 
went on tours of the city 
to see the Brandenburg 
Gate, the Kaiser-Wilhelm- 
Gedachtniskirche on Breits- 
cheidplatz, the Soviet War 
Memorial, the Castle Charlottenburg, and the Zoologischer Garten. 
Later, there were plenty of opportunities to do a little exploring; there 
were internet cafés, restaurants, clubs, and the bowling was the activity 
of choice for the majority of the group. Nice place, the bowling alley; 
loud music, black lights, and a bar made It quite an interesting experi- 
ence. After our four days in Berlin, we boarded the train and headed 
west to Dortmund, where we would meet up with our host families and 
go to Herdecke (suburb) where we would be staying the next two weeks. 
It wasn’t up until that point in time that we had been fully immersed in 
German culture. We went to school at the Friedrich-Harkot-Schule in 
Herdecke, going to (or cutting) classes with our host. Afterwards, we 
usually got together to go clubbing, shooting pool, skiing, tossing a 
disc or just hanging out. On the plane ride back, while the weary travel- 
ers were watching a movie, frantically making up homework, harassing 
the flight attendant, or stealing utensils, | think we all looked back and 
thought how glad we were for going.

The events of September 
11, 2001 will never be for- 
gotten. Lincoln-Sudbury 
Regional High School, 
over 250 miles away from 
Ground Zero, was greatly 
effected by the events of 
September 11th. The first 
few days after the attack, 
nobody knew what could 
be done. Even the teachers 
started to question them- 
selves. After the initial 
shock had worn off, fund 
- raisers were organized, 
speakers were invited and 
a march was planned. On 
Thursday, September 20th 
the entire student body of 
L-S marched to the football 
field to hold a ceremony to 
honor those who were lost, 
and those who were still 
working at Ground Zero. 
The school gave wreaths to 
the Lincoln and Sudbury 
Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. Several members 
of the community came to 
speak out against the hate

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The Events of September 11

() tragedy. In the first attack on US soil since Pearl Harbor, two 
hijacked planes crashed into the World Trade Center towers 
in New York City. A third plane destroyed a part of the Pentagon, 


while a fourth crashed into Pennsylvania farmland. It is estimated that 


n Tuesday, September 11, our nation suffered a terrible 


four thousand lives were lost during the attacks. 
Here is the chronology of the events according to CNN: 


The attacks started at 8:45 AM when hijacked American Airlines 
Flight 11 out of Boston crashes into the North Tower of the World 
Trade Center, tearing a hole in the building. Eighteen minutes later, 
United Airlines Flight 175, also from Boston, smashes into the 
South Tower. Both buildings burn. 


9:30 a.m.: President Bush, speaking from Sarasota, Florida, states that 
the country has suffered “apparent terrorist attack.” 


9:40 a.m.: The FAA halts all flight operations nationwide — this is the 
first time in US history that all air traffic has been halted. 


9:43 a.m.: American Airlines Flight 77 crashes into the Pentagon, 
and evacuation begins immediately. 


9:45 a.m.: The White House evacuates. 


9:57 a.m.: President Bush leaves Florida and is flown to an 
undisclosed location. 


10:05 a.m.: The South Tower of the World Trade Center collapses 
when support pillars melt due to the incredible heat of the fires. 


10:10 a.m.: One side of the Pentagon collapses. At the same 
time, United Airlines Flight 93 crashes into Somerset County, 
Pennsylvania. 


10:13 a.m.: The United Nations building evacuates. 


10:28 a.m.: The North Tower of the World Trade Center collapses 
from the top down. 


10:45 a.m.: All federal office buildings in Washington, DC 


are evacuated. 


11:02 a.m.: New York Mayor Rudolph Giuliani orders evacuation 
of area south of Canal Street. 


12:04 a.m.: Los Angeles International Airport, the destination of 
three of the four hijacked planes, is evacuated. 


12:15 p.m.: San Francisco International Airport, the destination of 
the fourth plane, is evacuated. 


1:04 p.m.: President Bush, speaking from Barksdale Air Force Base in 
Louisiana, states that all US military forces are being put on high alert 
worldwide. He asks for prayers for those killed or wounded in the 
attacks and says, “Make no mistake, the United States will hunt down 
and punish those responsible for these cowardly acts.” 


1:27 p.m.: A state of emergency is declared in Washington, DC. 


3:55 p.m.: President Bush is flown to Offutt Air Force Base 
in Nebraska. 
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4:00 p.m.: CNN reports that there are “good indications’ thi 
Osama bin Laden is involved in the attacks. 


4 :06 p.m.: California Governor Gray Davis sends urban search-anc 
rescue teams to New York City. 


4:25 p.m.: The American Stock Exchange, the Nasdaq and the Ne 
York Stock Exchange say they will remain closed Wednesday. (The 
remain closed until Monday, September 17.) 


4:30 p.m.: The President returns to Washington. 


5:30 p.m.: US officials report that Flight 93, which crashed i 
Pennsylvania, might have been heading towards Camp David, th 


White House, or the US Capitol Building. 


6:00 p.m.: Explosions are reported in Kabul, Afghanistan. TI 
attacks are credited to the Northern Alliance, a group fighting th 
Taliban in an ongoing civil war. 


8:30 p.m.: President Bush addresses the nation, offering wor 
of prayer, comfort, and hope. He also states that the US w 
not make a distinction between “the terrorists, and those wh 
harbor them.” 


10:49 p.m.: Attorney General Ashcroft tells members of Congre 
that there were three to five hijackers on each plane armed on 
with knives. 


L-S Reaction 


fter the events of September 11, it was felt that somethit 
needed to be done to help our community through d 
rieving process. The day following the attacks, counselo 
made themselves available to distraught students and set up a suppo 
center in the conference room. A journalism class placed a large she 
of paper outside of Rogers Theater so students and faculty cou 
express their thoughts regarding 
the attacks. The paper was sent to 
former Mayor Rudy Giuliani to 
let him know L-S supported the 
victims in New York. 


A meeting was held to discuss 
how L-S should react as a com- 
munity. Both students and faculty 
suggested numerous ideas, and it 
was decided that a silent march 
should be conducted to com- 
memorate the heroes and the victims of September 11. On Thursde 
September 20, fifteen hundred members of the L-S communi 
marched from the student parking lot to the football field. Upt 
arriving, senior Azum Ali gave a few opening statements befe 
several religious leaders spoke and offered words of prayer and hof 
Students watched as wreaths were presented to firefighters al 
policemen of Lincoln and Sudbury. The ceremony ended with 
soulful rendition of “Taps.”

[ens John Walker Lindh was found 

fighting for the Taliban in Afghanistan 
in December 2001. The 20 year old was 
captured during a failed revolt in the Mazar- 
e-Sharif prison.

arrived in, a grenade exploded. Someone, 
I don't know what he was thinking,” said 
Lindh. The American Taliban spent the next 
twenty hours in the basement of the prison, 
while fighting went on all around him. Gas 
was poured into the basement and ignited. 
Later, “freezing water” flooded the basement 
and drowned many prisoners. 


The trapped prisoners decided to surrender. 
Lindh and the other prisoners rationalized, 
“If we surrender, the worst that can happen 
is they'll torture us or kill us. So right here in 
the basement, they’re torturing us and killing 
us, so we might as well surrender.” 


Lindh had joined the Taliban only six 
months prior to the September 11 attacks. 
He had grown 
up in California, 
and attended an 
alternative high 
school. He con- 
verted to Islam 
when he was 16, 


and moved to

Yeman to study 
Arabic and Islam. He stayed for a few years in 
Pakistan before heading to Afghanistan.

After he surrendered, Lindh was transportec 
back to the United States. In Februan 
2002 he pleaded not guilty to ten charge 
of treason, including conspiracy to kil 


Americans. 


All of the charges against Lindh carry ; 
maximum sentence of life in prison. Th: 
trial against the ‘American Taliban’ wil 
most likely begin in August or Septembe 
of 2002.

Anthrax Attacks

n October of 2001, shortly after the 

terrorist attack on the World Trade 

Center and the Pentagon, there was 
an outbreak of anthrax in the United 
States. Exposure reports have come from 
New York, Florida, Washington DC, and 
various other locations. Specifically the 
letters were sent to Senator Daschle’s 
office in Washington DC, and NBC 
in New York. 


The letters, along with anthrax spores, 
contained short notes written by the 
sender. The first letter read: “You can not 
stop us. We have the anthrax. You die 
now. Are you afraid? Death to America. 
Death to Israel. Allah is great.” The next 


letter read: “This is next. Take penicillin 


now. Death to America. Death to Israel. 
Allah is great.” In addition each of 
_the two letters was labeled 9/11/01 at 
the top of the page. Various technical 


similarities were found in the two letters 
and they are being further tested for 


more clues. 


After the first alert on October 1, 
2001, the threats of anthrax and other 
dangerous agents came rollingin. Despite

, Anthrax is an animal disease that has been 
around for tens of thousands of years. 
|The germ is a bacterium called Bacillus 
janthracis. Bacillus anthracis “seeds 
\itself by forming spores that last for a 
long period of time. The spores are 
highly durable and can live in various 


environments. Until recently it has not 
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been known to cause serious disease in 
humans. Most commonly, cattle are infected 
because they consume spores living in the 
grass. Animal vaccinations have drastically 
lowered the number of infected animals. 


In any situation, the spores grow rapidly 
inside the body. 
which the consumed anthrax can harm the 


There are two ways in 


individual. The individual germs can cause 
grave serious infections. A second way that 
the anthrax can be a potential danger is far 
more dangerous that the previous. When 
inside they produce anthrax toxin, a bug 
that survives by killing cells from immune 
system. This bug is capable of killing even 
after the infection is under control.

the disease, and symptoms depend on the 
form. A skin infection is the result of 
contact with the bacteria. A skin infection’s 
symptoms include an itchy bump that 
changes to a painless ulcer with an area 
of black dead tissue in the middle. Skin 
infection is deadly in 20% of untreated 
cases. An intestinal infection has more 
serious symptoms that include abdominal 
pain, nausea, vomiting of blood. Intestinal 
infections are deadly in 25% to 60% of 
untreated cases. The most deadly form of 
the disease is Inhalation anthrax. Inhalation 
anthrax begins with the same symptoms 
as the common flu. After several weeks 
the symptoms progress to be as serious as 
shock. This form is deadly in the majority 
of its cases. 


Treating anthrax is a highly debated topic. 
Early treatment is critical in every case. 
Natural strains of anthrax may be resistant 
to many antibiotics. The disease proves to 
be the most sensitive to Penicillin. The two 
antibiotics that are currently recommended 


are doxycycline and ciprofloxacin. Anthrax 
is hard to treat because the spores are likely 
to hide in the lungs for a long period of 
time. For this reason and to avoid the 
possibility of resistance, treatments must 
be consistent and thorough. 


The form of anthrax that has been used 
in recent biological weapons has been in 
powdered spores. A powdered form of 
anthrax is more likely to spread, and more 
capable of being inhaled. For this reason 
anthrax has been named the perfect germ 
for bio-terrorism. Anthrax is not contagious 
which makes it only harmful to those 
who are exposed to it. It is not possible 
for the germ to spread unintentionally. 
Anthrax has been used as a weapon in 


During World War I, the 


British experimented with explosives loaded 


the past. 
with anthrax spores. In the area where 
the explosives were tested on Scottish 
islands, spores lasted for 36 years until 
a decontamination effort finally cleared 
the area. 


Although anthrax is called the perfect 
bio-terrorism weapon, the task is far from 
simple. It is extremely hard to grow the 
deadly bacteria and even more complicated 
to make into a weapon. Spores must be 
microscopically fine. Once the powder 
is made, it must be spread over a region 
with a special tool. In order to spread 
the anthrax properly, the conditions must 


be perfect. 


Many investigators are working hard to 
crack the case. Researchers are currently 
studying the bacteria to learn more about 
how it behaves in order to prevent potential 
serious cases. They will grow anthrax to 
watch its behavior, then they will examine 
its DNA for unique patterns. Using their 
data laboratories around the world will 
study the strains and hopefully eventually 
find the bug’s original source. Other help 
is being contributed by the Centers for 
Disease Control, specially trained scientists, 
public safety officers, hazardous materials 
response and experts.

and mountains of Tora Bora, troops began 
to move in and search for Bin Laden cave by 
cave. Troops found many documents inside 
caves detailing attacks, training manuals, and 
more plans to attack America. Troops have 
detained many fighters that have surrendered 
during the searches rather than fighting. 
Despite all bombing efforts and ground 
troops, still no sign of Osama Bin Laden. 
Reports say he may have slipped into Pakistan

American 
officials were afraid that terrorists would use

biological agents as weapons to discourage 
American military activity. There have 
been many Anthrax scares. Some people 
have died from Anthrax; more specifically 
through inhalation contraction, which is 
more deadly than the skin form of the 
disease. Much of the money spent on 
the war on terrorism also went towards 
Anthrax cleanups where traces of Anthrax 
have been found: in postal workplaces, 
Senator Tom Daschle’s office, Senator 
Leahy’s office, and other targets of 
bio-terrorism. 


As with all wars, there will be casualties. 
The first American soldier to die from 
hostile fire was Sgt. 1st Class Nathan 
Ross Chapman, 31, a member of the U.S. 
Special Forces. Nathan's parents said that 
their son was devoted to his job and knew 
what he had signed up for. He wanted to 
protect his family and his country. There 
have been other deaths due to human 
error in the field with helicopters and 
training exercises. 


Even though the Taliban has fallen, the 
war on terror is not yet over. Troops are 
still in Afghanistan searching for Osama 
Bin Laden and gathering remaining 
Taliban and al Qaeda fighters. President 
Bush asked Congress to pass a bill for 
2.1 trillion dollars to fight the war on 
terrorism. Bush wants to spend more on 
the home front for defense and to protect 
us from further attacks. So far, President 
Bush is satisfied with the progress with 
the war on terrorism. He urges that 
the American people continue on with 
their normal lives and help the economy 


rebound.

_ supported their goal to promote the

| The Taliban are extremely strict under 
| the laws of Islam. They banned women 
| from working and attending school,

Also, medical care for these innocent 
women is restricted. Luxuries, such as 
television, dance, film, photography, and 
nonreligious music and even kite flying 
have been forbidden in Afghanistan. 
In March 2001, the Taliban destroyed 
statues such as the Buddha's in Bamiyan, 
and have banned all religious symbols. 
Also under the uprising of the Islamic 
law, came the attempt to eliminate crime. 
The Taliban have been trying to change 
criminal behavior by reinforcing the law, 
and by publicly displaying punishments,

including executions and amputations. 


The Taliban's powers spread rapidly through 
Afghanistan. Before September 11, 2001, 
the Taliban controlled ninety percent of 
the country, excluding the far north of 
Afghanistan. Ahmed Shah Masood, who is 
an ethic Tajlk commander, controlled the 
far north. With the centralized power the 
Taliban obtained, they had been trying to 
receive international recognition. 


The Taliban certainly had received this kind 
of recognition on September 11, 2001. A 
Saudi-born militant, Osama Bin Laden, 
has claimed responsibility for the attacks 
on the United States. After the September 
11th attacks, the Taliban would not give 
Osama Bin Laden to the United States. 
They believed that he is a guest in their 
country, and they could not betray him. In 
November 2001, the United States bombed 
Afghanistan, where the Taliban was believed 
to be. On Tuesday, November 27, the 
United States bombed the two buildings 
southeast of the Taliban hoping to hit them. 
As of February 2002, it is believed that the 
United State government was successful in 
their mission, and the Taliban is no longer 
in existence.

n December 22, 2001, the leaders of 
Afghanistan’s interim government 
were sworn into office. Chairman 


Hamid Karzai vowed to bring peace to his 
war-torn home. The historic event included 
various factions and officially ended five 
years of Taliban rule. Lakhdar Brahimi, the 
U.N. special representative on Afghanistan, 
remarked that it was a “momentous day” for 
the country. Hundreds of people packed into 
the Interior Ministry hall were the ceremony 
was being conducted. 


Before stepping down, outgoing president 
Burhanuddin Rabbani stated, “My view 
is that the problems and hard days of our 
people are coming to an end.” Female 
delegates were able to view the ceremony 
from a roped-off section. Many wore scarves 


instead of the burgas that the Taliban had 


forced women to wear. 


However, maintaining a balance of power 
and keeping the peace among the various 
ethnic groups in Afghanistan will be difficult. 
The Taliban was plagued by problems 
between groups. All differences were put aside 
that day, however, 
when represen- 
tatives of those 
groups shook 
hands in a 
symbolic gesture 
of unity.

security.” Chairman Karzai stated that 
he wanted to build a national army to 
replace tribal fighters to bring a feeling of 
nationalism to the country. He also wanted 
to rebuild Afghanistan’s educational system, 
which was destroyed during many years 


of fighting. 


Despite the obstacles, Karzai remained 
optimistic. “I would like to promise you 
that I will fulfill my mission to bring peace 
to Afghanistan,” he said. Karzai also paid 
homage to slain Northern Alliance military 
leader Ahmed Shah Massoud, who was killed 
just two days before the attack on America. 
Karzai also laid out his priorities for the 
new government, focusing on respecting 
rights and freedoms and rebuilding the 
country. The ceremony ended with a reading 
from the Koran. 


The interim government will remain in 
power for six months. After that, a provisional 
government will rule for a year and a half. 
Then Afghanistan will hold democratic 
elections to choose new leadership. 


Senate Majority Leader Tom Daschle said 
stated that America must not abandon 
Afghanistan. “While our effort began as 
a war against terrorism, it continues now 
as an effort to rebuild this country ... to 
restore the quality of life and the kind of 
government they have fought so hard to 
obtain now,” he said.

Tension in the Subcontinent

ensions between South Asian 
neighbors, India and Pakistan 
have flared up again in 2001 


continuing a tradition of fighting that 
has lasted over fifty years since the 
subcontinent became independent from 
English colonialism. Both countries have 
escalated the conflict by amassing military 
presence along their border. 


The argument is centered around the 
disputed northern region of Jammu and 
Kashmir, most of which is currently 
occupied by Indian troops. The province 
has been almost continually rocked by 
violence since it was claimed by both 
India and Pakistan at the time of partition 
in 1947. It has been the cause of two 
out of the three wars that have been 
fought between the two nations since 
then. There is now a delicately drawn 
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line separating the Indian and Pakistani 
controlled sections of Kashmir but border 
incursions occur on a daily basis. 


The trouble broke out this year on December 
13, 2001 when a suicide squad of five armed 
Muslim terrorists drove through a barrier at 
the Indian Parliament building. 14 people 
including the terrorists were killed in the 
resulting gun battle. Indian investigators 
identified three of the terrorists as members 
of the Pakistani based Islamic militant group 
Lashkar-e-Taiba. They cited wireless phone 
call intercepts from the groups leaders in 
Pakistan to operatives in Kashmir as evidence 
that Pakistan was partly responsible for the 
attack. Pakistan’s president, General Pervez 
Musharraf denied any involvement. 


India quickly demanded that Musharraf take 
drastic steps to stop the groups of Islamic

sides built up military force on their 
border and heated rhetoric flowed freely. 
Army officials on both sides expressed 
willingness to engage in nuclear warfare.

Stem Cells

ast month, President Bush reversed 

a campaign promise when he stated 

that he would allow limited federal 
funding for existing embryonic stem cell 
lines. Bush, who prides himself on his ability 
to “find common ground” in bipartisan 
politics, has made very few decisions that sit 
well with moderates even in his own political 
party. However, Bush’s decision on stem cell 
research marks his first attempt to satisfy 
everyone by taking a middle of the road 
approach. But what effect will his decision 
have on the medical community? 


Bush’s policy has two direct implications: 
first, a shift in his administration’s normally 
conservative policies, and second, the 
limitation of medical advancement in the 
United States. Because the president is 
strongly pro-life, many political analysts 
believed that he would condemn embryonic 
stem cell research as infanticide. Surprisingly, 
he stated that his administration would 
allow funding of adult stem cell research 
and of 65 existing embryonic stem cell 
lines, where, according to the president, 
“the decision on life and death has already 
been made.” 


By placing a limit on funding for stem cell 
research, Bush may have seriously impaired 
the advancement of genetic research in this 
country. Stem cells are undifferentiated cells 
that have the potential to develop into any 
kind of specialized cell. Due to this “blank 
slate” nature of stem cells, it is possible 
to grow any type of tissue from a stem 
cell culture. The medical possibilities are 
incredible - cures to Parkinson’s, Alzheimer’s, 
cancer, diabetes, and any other ailments 
that result in massive tissue damage may be 
found in stem cell research. 


Even though Bush will allow funding for 
research of adult stem cells, the real progress 
will come through embryonic stem cell 
research. While its true that adults do have 
undifferentiated stem cells, they are difficult 
to locate and isolate. Embryos, on the other 
hand, consist mainly of stem cells. Stem 
cells can be removed from adults without 
killing the patient, but embryos need to be

destroyed in order to harvest these cells. 
The president believes that the embryo itself 
is human life, and therefore, it would be 
immoral to “kill” the embryo in the pursuit 
of medical advancement. 


What the president did not take into 
account is that embryos need to implant 
on the uterine wall before they can begin 
developing into a human fetus. Infertility 
labs throughout the United States, hundreds 
of thousands of embryos are destroyed every 
year when they fail to implant in the uterus. 
Bush’s decision may help his political agenda 
now, but it may harm the state of medical 
research in the long run.

In fact, 
he did neither. Ultimately, the terrorist 
attack on the World Trade Center pushed 
Mr. Condit off page one, and out of 
the news. His chances for reelection, 


however, seem slim. 


Homeland Security 


Adam Cath and Colin Ahern 


frer the events of September 

11, Bush’s “Homeland Security 

ct” passed in the Senate almost 

without objection. The Bill creates a new 

cabinet-level position which is responsible 

for coordinating federal security agencies 

in order to decrease terrorist threat.

Pennsylvania Governor Tom Ridge was to 
occupy the position. Ridge accepted. 


Ridge, a law-and-order Vietnam veteran, 
was prohibited by Pennsylvania laws 
to run for re-election in 2002.

The Republican 
party considered him for Bush’s 2000

Enron, which marketed energy and natural

is the largest bankruptcy case in United 
States history. The company had 62.8 
| billion in assets, dwarfing Texaco’s 1987 
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filing when it had 35.9 billion in assets. 


Many employees had invested their 401(k) 
savings in company stock and lost everything 
when the company went bust. Some believed 
they had been defrauded, as the company 
never disclosed information about its failing 
finances, even though top executives were 
unloading Enron stock. 


Six Senate committees, two House com- 
mittees and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission examined various aspects of the 
Enron scandal, and the Justice Department 
launched a criminal investigation. It probed 
allegations that Enron had hidden its loses 
using various shell companies, while top 
executives made billions and claimed that 
the company was still earning healthy 
profits. 


The company’s scandal had serious fallout 
as well. Arthur Anderson, Enron’s auditing 
firm, is also under scrutiny for allegations 
that a memo was issued ordering all financial 
documents associated with Enron were to be 
destroyed. The company’s failure also raised 
political concerns, as the Houston-based 
company had strongly supported President 
George W. Bush’s political career. 


J. Clifford Baxter, a top executive at Enron, 
killed himself in Sugar Land, a suburb in 
Texas. He was found dead in his car on Friday, 
January 25, 2002. A suicide note was found, 
but authorities never revealed its contents. 
Baxter had left Enron in May of 2001, 
apparently dissatisfied with the company’s 
business practices, and was distressed that 
he had been named in lawsuits filed by 
shareholders after the company filed for 
bankruptcy. 


Transportation Security 
Administration to run 
airline security, will sign 
no new contracts with 
Argenbright 


CC THE FAA now oversees airline security, 
but that responsibility shifts to the new 
Transportation Security Administration 


beginning February 17. The new agency also 
will supervise security screeners, a job now 
done by the airline industry. 


By Nov. 19, some 30,000 federal employees, 
hired and trained by the TSA, will screen all 
passengers and luggage. Until then, private 
companies will continue to handle security 
screening as the new federal work force 
is phased in. 


An Argenbright spokeswoman, Cynthia 
Faulkner, said the company was “ready to 
work with DOT and TSA and the aviation 


authorities during the transition period.” 


Last week, Transportation Secretary Norman 
Y, Mineta said the government would not 
sign any new contracts with Argenbright, 
but the company would continue its cur- 
rent operations. Now the Transportation 
Department doesn't want Argenbright to 
handle any airport security. 


Argenbright staffed security checkpoints at 
Newark and Washington Dulles airports, 
where two of the planes hijacked on Sept. 
11 took off from. 


The company also handled some security 
at Boston’s Logan Airport, but not the 
areas where the two other hijacked planes 
took off from. 


The company lost its Boston contract after 
post-Sept. 11 security lapses. 


In November, Argenbright screeners allowed 
a man to pass through a Chicago checkpoint 
with knives and a stun gun. Last month, 
a company screener allowed a man whose 
shoes set off an explosive detection device to 
disappear from the San Francisco airport. 


Argenbright, accused of hiring criminals to 
staff security checkpoints, was fined more 
than $1 million in May 2000 for failing 
to conduct background checks. Federal 
prosecutors charged in October 2001 that 
the company was still hiring convicted 
criminals.”

The 19th Winter Olympiad at Salt Lake City opened Friday night 
with an international audience in the millions. The games this year, 
however, are not only being watched by citizens of the world, but also 
by numerous federal agencies which are hoping to deter everything 
from street fights to devastating terrorist attacks. 


The decision to step up security at Salt Lake came less than a month 
after the unexpected September 11th attacks on both Washington 
and New York. On October 2, the President of the Salt Lake Games 
met with President Bush, as well as other national politicians

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according to 


saltlake2002.com. This meeting and a vote in Congress resulted in an 
additional 75 million dollars for Salt Lake security purposes, bringing 
the total security budget for the games to 310 million dollars. 


Olympic officials have already created a plan to spend that allotted 
budget which involves the presence of SWAT teams, the National 
Guard, nine F-16’s and 21 Black Hawk helicopters, all of which 
have been brought to Utah to make sure violence will not impact 
this event designed to promote peace. The national guard will also 
have sharpshooters and detectives positioned in and around Salt 
Lake City designed to flush out any criminal activities that might 
take place on site. Members of SWAT teams were even sent to a 
government funded terrorism boot camp where they learned how to 
handle “every imaginable terrorist scenario; tractor trailers crashing 
into power lines, hostage taking, live biohazards and an exploding 
nuclear facility,” according to Newsweek. 


Overall the 2002 Olympics will still carry a message of peace; 
something it has always been centered around. This year, 
unfortunately an aura of war will encompass the games in an effort 
to prevent death and destruction; two things which Americans have 
truly experienced far too much within the past year. 


Massport Under Fire

he unbelievable horror story of September 11, 2001 has 

an infinite amount of facets. To find a story that strikes 

residents of Massachusetts, one needs not to look further 
than the events of the hours preceding the erupting of planes and 
buildings.

After the tragic events of September 11th, 
many Muslims have been forced to “put on the 
defensive, when [they] have nothing to do with 
it,” as Dr. Reda, a local Muslim scholar and lung 
specialist, claimed. In spite of this, many other 
Muslim Americans have been quite fortunate to 
encounter such endless support from fellow peers 
and community members. It has opened m 
eyes, as well as many others, to the truth: not all 
people are against Muslims. Although this may 
appear to be the case in many Muslims’ eyes, the 
sympathetic, encouraging students, teachers and 
community members have done an incredible 
job to reverse this fearful, insecure mentality 
of many Muslims. 


“I loved listening to him. He was really cool 
to listen to,” exclaimed sophomore Derry Earl 
after a presentation on Islam. Dr. Mohammed 
Lazzouni, a local Muslim scholar originally from 
Northern Africa, did an “awesome job” accordin 
to many of the audience members. As expected, 
the question of Jihad arose in the midst of the 
discussion. Senior Nini VonMertens explains, 
“I feel there are misconceptions...what really is 
Jihad?” Mohamed Lazzouni began to explain the 
five “sacred rights” no one can take away. Each 
erson, as Lazzouni stated, has the right to life, 
reedom, religion, honor and property. However, 
if any threat arises, Muslims believe, God has 
organized a certain form of violence known as a 
Jihad to protect these sacred rights.

Finally, Nintendo’s Gamecube boasts the 
fastest processor in a console to date. That 
means great graphics with no load times for 
Gamecube games. The system is incredibly 


small, and has a handle in the back for easy 
portability. The controls are also highly 
praised, as they fit the hand perfectly. 
Unfortunately for Nintendo, the line-up of 
games for the system has not lived up to 
expectations. The side-scrolling adventure 
game Luigi’s Mansion was one of 2001’s 
biggest disappointments, and Nintendo's 
Wave Race sequel was also considered a let 
down. The system does have Super Smash 
Brothers Melee and Super Monkey Ball, 
both of which are great party games. A new 
Resident Evil game and the violent Eternal 
Darkness challenge the presumption that the 
Gamecube is only for younger gamers. 


While Nintendo, Microsoft, and Sony 
all vie for the home console market, 
Nintendo clearly dominates the portable 
gaming industry. In fact, Nintendo’s Game 
Boy Advance is the only 
portable gaming system 
currently on the market. 
This 32-bit device has 
the ability to play Game 
Boy, Game Boy Color, 
and Game Boy Advance 
games. Over a thousand titles are available 
for the system.

Thus, this 
online community was effectively terminated due to decreased 
However, the technology remained alive, as new 


mediums for sharing music rose. 


Currently, the “Gnutella” service reigns supreme, where users 
download programs such as “Morpheus” and “LimeWire” to 
access this network. Users may also visit several websites such as 
“Gnute.com”, among others, to access the network. Here, not only 
mp3s, but virtually any kind of data file, including photos and 
movies, may be shared. It is also not as easy to shut down as Napster, 
as Gnutella shares files from user to user, unlike Napster’s use of a 
central server. In the end, it was proven that no force could shut down
